1W(> to 1H01. The speaker described those 
days, showing the poverty and distress of 
the times upon which T h e T k lk o k a i'ii 
has frequently commt nted 
Strikes and 
mortgages were discuss« «1, and it was 
clearly demonstrated that neither were an 
evidence of 
monetary depression, and 
that they 
were no arguments against 
protection. 
Protection has been in force since the 
formation of « » ur government, and was 
indorsed by all the great national found­ 
ers 
Free tiade was supported by such 
lights as Calhoun, P« » lk , Pierce and Hu 
chanan, atid then the lights went out and 
w. re not resurrected until aft« -r the war. 
Free trade wa- the handmaid of slavery 
and is the enemy of fr«-»- lab o r 
If the tariff is a tax upon the American 
consumer, what difference in it to the 
foreigner?
